Not a word 
had come to him confirmatory of the 
reports, and this led him to examine 
the unofficial advices from Shanghai 
and elsewhere with considerable care. 
He pointed out that Shanghai was some 
eight hundred miles from Peking, and 
it was surprising that information did 
not come from Tien-Tsin or Taku, 
only about one hundred miles from Pe- 
king, and the base of the allied forces. 
Moreover, the appeal of Li Hung Chang 
for an armistice wag dated the 16th, 
and showed that Ear! Li did not know 
at that time of the alleged retirement 
of the imperial party from Peking. He, 
however Was dispoBed to credit the re- 
ports, even in the absence of official 
information. He reckoned that since 
the allied forces were at Tung Chow, 
there had been ample time to cover the 
short distance between that place and 
Peking, so that the reports tallied with 
his own calculation on what was likely 
to have occurred.

COMPARATIVE STUDIES 
OF TWO CENTURIES. 
IX.—PROGRESS OF GOVERNMENT 
IN ONE HUNDRED YEARS. 

From the government point of view 
the nineteenth century will be notable 
in all future history as the era of the 
triumph of . The beginning 
of the movement for political liberty 
dates back to the early 
period of European history, but a re- 
view of conditions at the opening of 
this century shows that the long strug- 
gie had resulted in the establishment 
of self-government in only two nations. 
Great Britain had established a pariia- 
metmtary government on a sure basis, 
and, building on foundations of Eng- 
lish precedent, America had erected a 
stable republic before 1800. France had 
passed through a whirlwind of fire and 
blood in a desperate attempt to real- 
ize the ideals of “liberty, equality and 
fraternity,” but just as the century 
opened Napoleon wrested from the un- 
happy nation the doubtful freedom 
which it had bought at a price which 
appalled humanity, and the republic 
was crushed by a mili despotism as 
absolute as the régime of Louis XIV. A 
review of the rest of the world shows 
the monarchical principle firmly en- 
save in little Switzerland, 
THE TRIUMPH OF DEMOCRACY. 

As we look abroad today at the close 
of the century we see self-government 
established in more or less perfect 
measure in every civilized country of 
the world save Russia. Among the 
great nations America and Great Brit-

These movements are simply symp- 
tomatic of the development of a spirit 
of extreme democracy, which demanded 
that this should be as direct a govern- 
ment by all the people as it was possi- 
ble to arranze. ifesta- 
tion of this spirit the wi read 
agitation fof the introduction 0 the 
referendum on a pian similar to that 
employed in Switzerland. Many political 
scientists believe that we in America 
have gone too fast and too far on this 
road toward the most extreme democ- 
racy. They believe that restrictions on 
the suffrage which would exclude the 
ignorant and unstable element of our 
present citizensh!p would insure better 
government. But this academic dis- 
cussion has no apparent influence on 
practical politics. Democracy is indeed 
triumphant in America, and the solu- 
tion of our difficulties must come 
through the education of this democ- 
racy. 
DEMOCRACY IN GREAT BRITAIN.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE UNITED 

STATES. 


In America the opening of the cen- 
tury found government by the people 
in successful under the 
ent Constitution, For nearly a quarter 
of a century the United States had been 
an independent republic under the dec- 
laration of 1776, afd for a decade ht 
had enjoyed efficient national govern- 
ment. Still the political philosophers 
nt in Amer was ane men 
ro The modern world 
instance of such gov- 
ernment excep the little repubiic 6¢ 
Switzerland, and the stability of de- 
mopracy on a larger scale was yet to 
‘be proved. 
But age os they were pioneers in a 
plexing id, the framers of our 
onstitution s in establishing 
& government on such wise lines that 
the fundamental law has required very 
few formal changes du more than 
a century of growth. evertheless, 
while the form of the Constitution has 
ned practically unaltered, our 
government has been changing con- 
stantly in spirit and method. By ever 
broadening interpretation of the writ- 
ten Constitution, the system has been 
adjusted to changing ands. Thus 
the republic of 1900 differs widely from 
the republic of 1800, although its fun- 
damental law has been amended very 
slightly. The great change which has 
been wrought may be best expressed cs 
the evolution from a virtual aristoc- 
racy to a real democracy. 


FROM ARISTOCRACY -TO DEMOC- 
RACY 


It is commonly believed that the 
founders of our nation were ardent ad- 
vocates of democratic equality. That 
this is a mistaken conception appears 
from an examination of the form of 
government which they established 
when they had achieved independence. 
In the first place, the laws of the vari- 
ous States greatly restricted the voting 
privilege. Universal manhood suffrage 
was not an eighteenth-century idea 
even in lberty-loving America. It was 
the fashion for political leaders to de- 
clare that’ the voice of the people is 
the voice of God, but they wanted to 
select the people. A glance at the Fed- 
eral Constitution also shows how far 
were the revolutionary statesmen from 
implicit confidence in the people. For 
instance, the original electoral-college 
system of choosing the President was 
an attempt to secure an aristocratic, 
not a democratic, choice. The provision 
for the selection of Senators by State 
legislatures is a similar instance of lack 
of faith in direct popular action. 

But the century was still young when 
the people asserted their right to make 
direct choice of their president and dis- 
covered a way to do this under the Con- 
stitution by the device of pledged elect- 
ore. Next they took into their hands 
the nomination of their candidates for 
the At first nominations 
had been by congressional cau- 
cus, but clamor for a more democratic 
choice suspended this method after 1824, 
and, after a period of confusion, there 
develo about 1840 the presest rep:e- 
sentative national convention. Mean-

tury. The real governing body, the 
House of Commons, did not represent 
the people of England. A vicious sys- 
tem of electing members of the House 
deprived great masses of the people of 
all voice in the government, and gave 
into the nds of a few rich land own- 
ers the wer to appoint a majority of 
the members of the Commons. Reform 
of the representation system began 
with the great act of 1832. and waa per- 
fected by subsequent acts of 1868 and 
1884. The wrong of centuries was thus 
righted, and the House of Commons 
began to reflect fairly the opinions of 
the British people. The reform of the 
representation was the one thing need- 
ful to make the government of great 
Britain a real democracy, and thus the

WORTH OF A WIFE. 


Joseph Green Given Big Dam- 
Against Terminal. 


Mrs. Green Accidentally Killed By @ 
Train Last November. 


| 


Tate one afternoon last November 
the wife of Joseph Green cf Hast Los 
Angeles was accidentally kilied within 
a few feet of her own doorway by a 
Terminal Railway train running in 
from Pasadena. 

The bereaved husband lost no time 
in bringing a $30,000 damage suit 
against the compeny with startling al- 
legations of gross negligence. 

Yesterday Judge Allen ordered judg- 
ment entered for Green in $5000. _ 

Accompanying his decision he 
handed down an interesting opinion. 


Mre. Green at the time of her death 
was a woman about 47 years of ege, 
in good health and in possession of 
all her faculties. She hed been mar- 
ried for about twenty years and was

ENGINEER AT FAULT. 

But they gave no signal of their ap- 
proach until within ten or fifteen feet 
of the woman, when the whistle was 
blown—too late. 

“The engineer,” continued Judge Al- 
len, “made no effort to stop his train un- 
til withina few feetof the accident, 
when he did apply every means in his 
power to bring his engine to a standsti!!, 
stopping finally at Avenue 22—about 200 
feet f where the woman lay broken, 
bleeding and forever unconscious. It 
must necessarily be concluded, then, 
that the engineer, at a point above 
Avenue 23 and after he saw Mrs. Green 
walking toward the track and In close 
proximity thereto, coyld have stopped 
his train in time to have prevented the 
accident, but, notwithstanding the fact 
that he saw she was not looking toward 
the train, but walking straight ahead. 
he assumed that she would not proceed 
upon the track and therefore made no 
effort to stop his train until too late.” 


WAS SHE AT ALL TO BLAME? 


Although Judge Allen considers the 
case a close one, he thinks that the de- 
fense of contributory negligence was 
hardly proven. He sat as a jury in 
the case, heard the testimony, viewed 
the premiseg, and now considers that 
the woman was not to blame. 

Relative to the company’s acts in the 
matter, the court says: 

“The facts that défendant’s servants 
operated their train at this great rate 
of speed through a public street, which, 
while not thickly populated, had nu- 
merous houses along its line; that no 
bell or whistle was sounded and no 
effort made to stop the train after it 
became apparent that the deceased 
was approaching, unconsciously, a dan- 
gerous place, establish gross careless- 
ners upon the part of the defendant, 
which cannot be seriously contro- 
verted. The only controversy, really, 
in the case, is whether or fot the de- 
ceased by her carelessness contributed 
to the injury.” 

Then the court looks at ft from the 
woman's standpoint and says: 

“If obstructions had existed along 
the line of Humboldt street, so that a 
view of the train could not be had ex- 
cept for a very limited space, the de- 
ceased would have been careless in as- 
suming that she need not look up the 


franchise for the connecting} 


the line of its rails. But is this true 
where a clear, unobstructed view of 
the track for 800 feet showed no ap- 
proaching train, and she had but thirty 
feet to walk to reach the track and 
but seven more to have crossed it and 
been out of danger on the other side? 
Can one be said to be careless who 
assumes that they can safely ‘walk a 
distance of forty feet when it is ap- 
parent to them that no train is in 
sight for more than 800 feet from the 


reason to apprehend the coming of a 
train at about that time? Would not 
a person of ordinary prudence be au- 
thorized in as the presump- 
tion that, through a city, past houses, 
a railroad train would be operated at 
such a rat® of speed as would require 
more time to gw from the rve to 
the crossing of the track by the path 
than it would require the pedestrian 
to walk the thirty feet distance? I am 
inclined to think that action based 
upon euch an assumption would not, 
of iteelf, be such carelessness as to 
preclude a recovery.” 

But, tin addition to this, there are 
numerous authorities to the effect that 
even where one carelessly and volun- 
tarily places himeelf in a position of 
danger and the fact is known to the 
agents operating the train, their duty 
is to do all in their

THE WORTH OF A WIPE. 

Concluding his opinion, Judge Alien 
says: 

“A cause of action, then, having been 
made out, it is a delicate and difficult 
matter to determine just what amount 
of damage should be awarded. The loss 
to this plaintiff cannet be measured in 
dollars and cents, and yet there must 
be a restriction in the amount.

NEW RATE OF COMMISSION.

Gamberi explained that one of his wait- 
ers served drinks and another served 
meals, and thet the checks were sepa- 
fate, co ently the one selling 
drinks did not know whether or not the 
one serving meals had furnished his 
customers with orders. He said that 
he had instructed his waiters to not 
sell drinks without meals, such meals 
to cost not less than 25 cents, 

Clemens Kirchner then testified that 
Gamberi had given him the above in- 
structions, but that often people would 
ask for drinks and that he would col- 
lect the 25 cents from them for drinks, 
meals. He would serve 
them with drinks first, but before he 
could bring In the rest of the order 
the party would leave the place. Later 
he contradicted himself by saying that 
he only collected for the drinks, and 
often did not collect for them until the 
party was about to leave the place. 
The first of Tharp’s testimony was 
in substance the same as that of 
Kirchner, regarding the instructions 
he had received, and the serving of 
drinks with and without meals. City 
Attorney Tanner asked Tharp if it 
were not a fact that he had told Mar- 
shal Barretto yesterday evening and 
also today at nooft that if he were 
convicted and Gamberi refused to pay 
his fine, or pay him his regular salary 
of $45 per month iff sentenced to jail 
that he would go on the stand and 
testify to the truth regarding the way 

bert had been selling drinks with- 
out “meals.
